MESSAGE 
Of the Executive Directory of the French Repul to the 
Council of Five Hundred, 24 Frimafre—Det. 24. 
CITIZEN REPRESENTATIVES, 

The Exécutive Dire€tory in their meflage of the 6th 
inft. adaounced to you that they fhauld fhorely tranfmit 
to you the details which make manife(t the “long 
train of perfidy of which the Court of Naples have been 
guilty, braught to its height by an audacious attack on 
the Freach Republic. Irthis day lays before you details 
which will prove not lefs clearly the boftile connivance 
of the Court of Turin, which, joined to the machina- 
tions of the Sicilian King, have rendered that propo- 
fition neceflury which they made to you to declare war 
againit the Kings of Naples and Sardinia. or a long 
time has Europe refounded with accounts of the perfi- 
dy of the Neapolitans, and for a long time mult it have 
been aftonihed at the magnanimous moderation of the 
Executive Directory ; while on the other hand the fin- 
cere defire of the Freach Government to live at peace 
with the King of Naples was. not lefs manifeft. Su- 
perior to the jultindignation which this Court had pro- 
‘yoked tn fo many ways—a Court that duriag the whole 
courfe of the war of the coalefced Monarchs, diltin- 
guithed itfelf by the mott infenfate fury againit the Re- 
public, the French Government received with the moft 
fincere benevolence the firft propofitions which were 

made to them for a good under{tanding between the two 
States ; they made no other ufe of the fuperiority which 
our victories gave them than for the purpofes of mode- 
© ration; ip a word, all the advantages of the treaty were 
as reciprocal as if the fucceffes of the war had been equal. 

Such magnanimity fhould have for ever put an end to 
the malévolent difpofitions of this Court, and fhould 
have attached them tothe Republic by ties of gratitude 
as well as of intereft. But its blindaefs prevented it 
from laying afide its holtile prejudices. It gave way 
without referve to all the hopes to which the idea of the 
deftruction of the Republic gave rife-; while we alone 
wre capable of defending them; and it took‘advantage 

_ @f peace only for the purpofe of carrying on fecret hof- 
- tility 3 while we 6a ovr part, were’ the molt rigid ob- 
fervers'of the treaty. ‘This contraft will be made to 
appear from inconteltible facts. 
It would be neediefs here to recall to the’ recollection 
of our readers the odious and- revolting conduct which 
« diftinguifhed the Cabinet of Naples during the continu- 
ation of the war. Let'us begin from the period when 
_ the Republic, putting a ftop to the progrefs of their vic- 
tories, confented to grant it peace. From that period 
from O&tober 1795, by what inexplicalle conduct has 
thar perfidious Couit been diftipguithed ! 
_ When the French Government thewed itfelf refolute 
~ to-oyerthrow that impious Government which caufed 
~ our wartiots to be affaflinatéd, the Court of Naples, 
whofe agents, it is obvious, were not ftrangers to thefe 
crimes, after having in vain attempted to aggrandize 
themfelves with the ruins of that of Rome, which they 
feigned to refpe&, oppofed all the refiftance io their 
power to prevent the eftablifhment of a Republic on that 
foil, which was become tthe conquered land of liberty ; 
«this Court increafed her armaments, and marched to- 
wards the frontiers troops prepared to enter the Roman 
“'territory. All thefe extraordinary preparations the ju- 
ftified on futile pretences. She received the difcontent- 
‘ed at Rome with open arms, fomented the troubles 
which fhe had excited there ; furnifhed the rebels with 
provifions and an afylum, and never ceafed to affume 
towards this new Republic the moft threatening attitude. 
While the dared not openly declare.war againit France, 
fhe fought to deltroy in Italy all the free States which 
- were under her protection. 
_ The French Government might without doubt have 
inflifed fignal vengeance for this public protection which 
was granted to the frequent infurrections formed at 
Rome. again(t the French army, as well as for the in- 
creafed number of {pies with which our Agent at Na. 
ples was furrounded. But, far from giving way to this 
~ jatt fentiment, the Direétory did not think proper to 
oppofe the taking poffeflion of the Duchy of Beneven- 
‘to. They even offered their mediation to deliver the 
King of Naples from the feudal pretenfions which Rome 
“had on-his Eftates. But this was not all. They fent 
to Naples a new ambaflador, furnifhed with the moft 
amicable and conciliatory powers. At the moment in 
' which the army commanded by Buonaparte failed, the 
Exéeutive Dire&tory were anxious to fatisfy the King 
of Naples as to the object of this expedition. In fhort, 
they addrefled to him the moft repeated proteftations of 
their unalterable defire to maintain tranquillity in Italy; 
adding, it is true, a not lefs energetic with, that the 
Roman Republic, which had been placed by the cur- 
rent of events under the fpecial protection of the French 
: Republic, might be able to confolidate its political ex- 
‘ iftence. 

But neither friendly intercourfe, nor the voice of 
reafon, nor the neceiltty of peace, could infpire thefe 
fentiments in the breaft of that Court. Every pretence 
was made ufe of to juftify her complaints, her threats, 
and at length her numerous infractions of treaty. 

The French Republic replied to the manifefto of 
Malta by the conquelt of that ifland ; at that moment 
the Court of Naples, with the mott ridiculous hauteur, 
dared to revive its pretenfions on a country which it 
had neither governed by its laws, nor by its arms; and 
the French Government did not difdain to reply at 
length to this nonfenfical pretenfion, as if it could have 
been — »ported by the lealt appearance of reafon. 

From the moment of figning a peace, all the, ads, 

“as well public as private, of this Court, have been dif- 
tinguifhed for perfidy and hatred towards the French, 
"The treaty was figned, and the Court delayed to pu- 
blish it from motives of refpec&t for the Courts of Lon- 
don and Vienna. The feventh article promifed liber- 
ty to all the Freach who were detained for political 
opinions, and. all, the Neapolitans fufpected of having 
any conneation with them who were imprifoned. At 
the folicitation of our agents, fome of the peaceful 
triends to the French Republic were re{tored to liberty, 
but upon the moft vain pretences they were loaded with 
freth chains. At length the French, whom commer- 
cial affairs alone detained in the States of the King of 
Naples, were every day, merely becaufe they were 
French, publicly infulted, attacked, and even aflafiaa- 
ted, and thefe attempts remained unpynithed: 

The third article of the treaty flipulated that 
his Majcfty, the King of the ‘I'wo Sicilies, fhall ob- 
ferve the moft tri ‘neutrality towards all the bellige- 
reat Powers, and he therefore engages to forbid, with- 
out diltinGtion, the entry into his ports of all armed 
vellels, belonging to the holtile Powers, ex-eeding the 
nomber of four, at leaft, according to the known Jaws 
of neutrality. All ammunition or merchandrze, known 

‘as contraband, thall be-refafed to them.” 
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How has this article, the fenfe of which is by ng 
means ambiguous, been executed ? ‘ 
Forty ¢ ryse@fter thé conclufion of the treaty, the 
Englith had feven frigates in the port of Naples; on the 
niath ‘lhermidor the fourteen veffels of Admiral Nelfon 
entered in full fail the ports of Augulta aod Syracule, 
and,,in whatever manner this article be jpterpreted, it 
is obvious that this was an infraction of it, The Go- 
vernment of Naples thought themfelves obliged to juftiiv 


-this proceeding, by reprefenting that it was not in their 


power to refilt force ; a contemptible fubterfuge, becaufe 
it did not even attempt refiftance, and becaufe the fenate 
of Syracafe received the Englith Aimiral with honours, 
About this period too, the 17th Thermidot, five Por- 
tuguefe fhips of war, and three Englifh thips, were re- 
ceived with equal eagernefs in the port of Naples. 

With refpeat to the furnifhing of articles forbidden 
by thistréaty, is it not notorious that immediately after 
the conclufion of the peace, the French, attempting 
to prevent the Englith from getting provifions, the Nea- 
politan Government gave orders to the Governor of 
Orbitello to hinder them from pafling, while he fuffered 
a confiderable corps of emigrants, who were in the fer- 
vice of England, to be difembarked ? Is it not notorious 
that the fleet of Admiral Nelfon was firft victualled in 
the ports of Sicily, that on its return afterwards to 
Naples, it received from the arfenal, of the King, the 
ftores of which it ftood in need? Is it not notorious 
that long before this epoch, on the zgth Prairial, the 
whole of the Englifh fleet having appeared before Na- 
ples, a brig was detached, which anchored in the port, 
and two officers who came from on board: it, hada 
converfation with General Acton and the Queen, in 
order to fecure whatever might be neceflary’to the fuc- 
cefs of the attack upon the French fleet ; that. in addi- 
tion to the ailiftance and the-aflwrance that they received 
from them, pilots were allo furnithed to clear the Straits 
of Meffina, a paflagé which no fquadron, without fuch 
afliftance, would have dared -to attempt, and ia confe- 
quence of whicli they hoped to ‘be able to cut off the 
French fleet, which were fuppofed to be yet at’ Malta? 
In a word, is it not clear that nothing that could be 
injurious to France has been refufed by the Court of 
Naples to our implacable enemies ? 

Ifin addition to. this the condué which Naples has 
direétly manifefted’ towards us be confidered, if it be 
recollected that in fpite of the 4th article of the treaty, 
which ftipulates “ that the King: of Naples thall be 
bound to grant in all his roads and ports furety and 
protection to all French merchant fhips however nu- 
merous, and to all fhips of war, which fhall not ex- 
ceed four ;’”” feveral of the convoy of the French, fleet 
having been obliged to anchor in the roads, of Sicily, 
commotions, evidently excited by the Government of 
Naples, “broke out at Trapani, at Gergonti, and at 
Meflina, in which feveral of the French foldiers. who 
went on fhore. were> affaflinated: If it be recollected 
that fince Malta has been in the hands of the French, 
the Maltefe boats which came as ufual totake in provi- 
fions in Sicily were prevented, the gates ‘fhut’ againtt 
them, and they were repulfed with fire arms ;.that the 
plan-of farprifing Malta-while. it remained in the. hands 
of the French; twas not even difflembled: by the Neapo- 
litan Government ; and that a Maltefe bark which was 
carrying the Freach Commiffaries fent to the. Viceroy of 


Sicily, having been forced by an Engli(h thallép to take 


refuge at Alciata, the crew having landed, were imme- 
diately purfued with mufquetry by the Sicilians, and for- 
ced to re-embark, When the bark was immediately taken 
by the Englifh, withoutthe Neapolitan Government 
making the {malleft reprefentation’to caufe the neutrali- 
ty to be refpected. If too it be added, that on another 
ocoafion one of our corfairs having been carried off by 
force in the port of Baratto, the Governor of; that 
place did not eondefcend to take any meafures to pre- 
vent fuch an attack upon the fovereignty of the’King of 
the ‘I'wo Sicilies, and in fhort that fuch is the holtile 
delirium and hatred of the King of Naples towards the 
French and their allies, that in Contempt of ‘all ties 
which fhould bind him to the King of Spain, he has 
had the impudence. to receive in his ports’ a Spanith 
prize takea_ by the Englifh. 

If too we recollect the inconceivable joy which was 
maaifeited at Naples on the fight of the Englith fleet, 
the public honours which the Court itfelf lavifhed on 
Admiral Nelfon in going out to welcome him; his 
triumphant entry, the large reward granted to the mef- 
fenger who brought “the firft account of his victory, 
and the ilhiminations and rejoicings which took place 
on the occafion: 

If it be remembered that from the time of this vic- 
tory the audacity of the Neapolitan Government- has 
known no bour.!s; that lately an. unreftrained popu- 
lace broke the windows of our Conful at Naples, with- 
vut the Neapolitan Government having taken any mea- 
fires to reprefs fuch an infult ; that the late fedition at 
Malta was opealy protected in the Neapolitan States ; 
that the markets, and all the public places refounded 
with the moft terrible inve@tives againft us; that all 
who were inclined to encourage peace, with France, were 
perfecuted with the moft acrimonious rage; that at 
length a barbarous order was ifflued by the King of 
Naples, menacing with death whoever fhould ‘carry 
provifions to the French at Malta.. Hf all thefe circum- 
{tances are confidered, it mult be allowed that more 
hoftile fentiments never were manifelted than on one 
Gde, nor more patience fhewn than onthe other.— 

The Executive Directory, however, put off as long 
as poflible the moment in which it was to wreck the 
vengeance of the nation. » It was'made clear by demon- 
{tration to them, that the Court of Naples did not con- 
fine its hoitility againft the Republic, to complaints, 
menaces, or fury ; that after having for a long time after 
tht conclufion of the peace fhewn the molt hottile dif- 
pofition, it had for a jong time been at open hottility, 
and had lavifhed fuccours of all kinds on our moft cruel 
enemy that in fhort fhe was become the alfy of Great 
Britain, and as ufeful to that power as fhe was prejudi- 
cial to us; and yet the French Government, faithful to 
its defire of preferving peace even with Naples, was 
willing to hope that there was yet a poflibility of repen- 
tance. ‘This honourable illufion has been, however, 
difipated by the Neapolitan Government, which has 
brought its long train of perjuries to the height. It has 
dared to attack fuddenly the French army, and°to ac- 
company this aggreflion with the moft infolent menaces. 
The republican cnergy, long confined, will now break 
forth with the {trength of thunder, and this Court too 
long time fpared, which, imitating the illegal conduct of 
the Britifh Government, has dared to be guilty of 
breaking the Jaws of peace, without having the courage 
to declare war, will .at length receive the reward of its 
demerits. 

But it is neceflary.too,.that thofe who have thewn

ciate of its perfidies, and a fimilat fate awaits 
guilt, as an accomplice with Naples, is manifets viene 
thoufand circumftances ; its fentiments, its language, abe 
even its actions, in proportion to its means, have been 
tie fame, and its aftifice and hypocrify exadly refemble 
that of Naples. {1t would be difficult to account for ts 
recent conduct tbwards France, if hiftory did not, in 
all ages, make manifelt the cunning and erfatile poli- 
tics of this Court, conftantly occupied in foinenting war 
among its neighbours, in taking a part 10 all the wars 
of Italy, and’ inthamelefsly deferting its allies, in con- 
{tantly joining that fide which appeared moft {trong, in 
order to opprefs the weak, and in gratifying its revenge, 
its ambition, aod in offering its fupport for fale, to who- 
ever was inclined to purchafe it. . 
Independently of every other caule of complaint, 
who would believe that the treaty which we defigned 
to conclude with the Court of Turin, and which they 
ought to-have confideret! as a fignal favour, has not yet 
been publithed in all the States of the King of Sardinia. 
The agents of the Republic have in vain requefted that 
this might be done; their refiftance has been invincible, 
and the moft futile reafons have been afligned as a pre- 
tence for this delay, or rather for this refufal. In fact 
they havé never ceafed to make war in every way which 
their imbecility and their cowardice fuffered them to be 
put into exccution. Our moft cruel enemies, the emi- 
grants and refractory priefts, have conftantly met with 
a welcome reception in his dominions: there they have 
been fuffered to give free vent to their hatred, and to 
the expreffions of their barbarous withes againit the Re- 
public. .They have even been able to excite the people 
againft the French by the moft atrocious calumnies. 
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This is not all; from the moment in which peace was 
figned, the French, almoft under the eyes of their am- 
bafladors, have been affaflinated in cold blood, and that 
chiefly by the regular troops.—Thefe aflafhinations have 
been committed almoft daily, and the number of them 
is dreadful when the total amount {hall be known. Some 
of them have fallen by the ftilletto, fome have been mu- 
tilated in the moft dreadful manner. A volunteer of 
the 68th demi-brigade was buried alive, after having 
been barbaroufly wounded. He was feen coming alive 
out of the grave in which he had been buried. He was 
deftined to efcape, in order to offer a proof of this 
dreadful cruelty. 

‘The agents of the French Republic have expreffed, 
in the name of the Republic, the moft energetic indig- 
nation ; but they have. been unable to prevent thefe 
crimes from going unnoticed or unpunifhed. Some 


~banditti enrolled under the name of Barbets, whofe bufi- 


nefg it is to rob and pillage,but whofe amufement is to kill 
Republicans, far from being diffipated by public autho- 
rity, appear to be encouraged by it. Their thefts on 
the Piedmontefe were forgiven, in confideration of 
theit murder of the French. On this fubject a long 
negociation was entered into, which was confidered by 
the Sardinian Government as a public calamity, the 
object of which was not to obtain the fuppreflion of, but 
the mere promife to reprefs. thefe banditti. On this 
condition the fupport of our arms was promifed to 
them: But'the Sardinian Government was unwilling 
to obtain tranquillity at this price, and after all would 
not coofeat to iffue a law againtt.{tilettos and concealed 
arms, fo fearful were they that the French would by 
any means be fecure in their States; and during the 
courfe of the negotiation, and in fpite of the formal pro- 
mife to fufpend a proceeding in which the moft ferious 
paflions were manifefted, feveral Frenchmen who were 
implicated in an unhappy affair, were fhot without pity. 

*Befides this inrolled banditti, befides judiciary ban- 
ditti, the Duc d’Aoft, a monfter, and brother of the 
King, and the heir to the throne, like another Old Man 
of the Mountain, never ceafed to keep under his orders, 
and in his pay, a band of cut-throats, to whom he if- 
fued orders to affaffinate fuch and fuch a Frenchman, 
and thefe orders were, but too faithfally executed. 

It is in vain to fuppofe that all thefe crimes were not 
imputable to the Sardinian Government, fiace the whole 
of its conduét has proved that it was privy to every one 
ofthem. The principal places in Piedmont were oc- 
cupied by French troops; for thofe no. provifions were 
to be obtained. The friends of the Republic were con- 
ftantly thrown into prifon, the Frenchmen infulted, and 
even their drefs turned into derifion; the Emigrants 
were encouraged in their audacity ; thofe public’ offi- 
cers who were moft diitinguithed for their hatred to- 
wards the French, chiefly promoted ; the Barbets pro- 
tected,even openly by their firft Magiftrates ; poignards 
forged and diftributed to a vaft number. In {fhort, the 
moft dreadful plots againft the French planned and rea- 
dy to be carried into execution. From an interrogatory 
exhibited to one of the Chiefs of the Barbets, it ap- 
pears that a perfon who was employed at the Cuftom- 
houfe at Turin, and who was commiflioned to pay this 
banditti, had received from the Sardinian Government 


| orders to diftribute among the Chiefs of them boxes of 


poifon, to be thrown into the wells which lay neare{t 
the French camp. 

it is evident that there exifts the moft intimate con- 
nection between the conduct of fuch a Government as 
this and that of the Court of Naples, in their hottility 


‘to the French Republic; this conneétion, maintained 


and fupported by fo many crimes, would alone be fuffi- 
cient to implicate the Court of Turin in the guilt of the 
other, but a {tronger proof is adduced in the circumftance 
of the preparations for war being increafed at ‘Turin, in 
proportion as thofe at Naples were multiplied. The mi- 
litia in the former place were calied forth, and 30,000 
{tand of arms were delivered to them. 

The Piedmontefe troops marched towards Loana and 
Oneilla at the fame moment in which the Neapolitan 
army attacked the French troops on the territory of the 
French Republic, in which 6000 Neapolitans difem- 
barked at Leghorn, and in which a new difembarkation 
was threatened on the coaft of Liguria. It was in the 
fame moment that the order to march on the firft final 
was given ; that Turin was filled with troops ; that 1500 
poignards were diftributed ; that the citadel was nearly 
befieged ; that the heights which command it were fur- 
nihed with an extraordinary mumber of cannon; and 
that the Sardinian Government dared to require the e- 
vacuation of the citadel and the diminution of our 
troops in Piedmont. 

In this fituation of affairs it was impoflible for the 


-French Government to f{eparate two Courts obvioufly 


fo hoftilely united againft the French Republic. Bat 
the Directory declares folemnly to Europe, that what-- 
ever may be the refult of this war, no ambitious views 
fhail intermeddle in the parity of the motives which 
have induced them to take up arms, and they declare 
to all Governments, guiltlefs of the perfidy of the Ne. 
apolitans, that the treaties which bind them fhall never 
have been more faithfully obferved in times palt, th 
they thall be in times to come.

The houfes and offices of perfons obnoxious to the 
rebels, are continually fet on fire. In our correfpon- 
dent’s letter, we have a long lilt of thefe and other out- 
rages, which at this moment. we are notable to tran- 
{cribe ; but they exhibit a dreadful pittute ofthat weet- > 
ched country, which was fo lately the pride of Ireland 
for every combined beauty of nature and cultivation. *
